RECONSTRUCTION PLANS FOR 
THE PROVINCE 


IMPROVED NAVIGATION 
. Canton, Yesterday. 

Mr. Tang Yin-wah has drawn up 
the following reconstruction plans 
for 1930, the realisation of which 
would require more than $4,000,000 
(Mex): 

Marine Products; To enlarge the 
organisation of the Marine Products 
Experimental Station, to buy addi- 
tional fishing boats, to Instruct the 
fishermen new methods of fishing, 
and to organise a canning factory. 

Agriculture: To complete the 
rice plant experimental field. Seri- 
culture: To enlarge the sericul- 
ture improvement station and to 
institute silk test. 

Cane-sugar: To establish a sugar- 
cane experimental station and a 
modern sugar refinery, 

Commerce and industries: To 
restore tannery, to establish manual 
schools and to inspect weights and 
measures. Mining: To organise a 
provincial mining exploiting party. 

Public: Roads: To complete the 
main provincial and district lines. 

Navigation: To make a survey 
of the waterways of the whole pro- 
vince, to establish danger signs, 
light houses, to dynamite riffs and 
Kumehok-tan, to register pilots and 
mechanics and to advocate. ship- 
building. 

Telegraphy: To instal telephone 
communications throughout the pro- 
vince and build short-wave radio 
‘| stations.—Canton News Agency.

GOTHIC ART 


Lecture by the Rey. 
Father Finn 


An Interesting lecture on “Gothic 
Art” was given by Father Finn, 
SJ. at-the Helena May Institute 
yesterday. Several excellent slides 
were shown to illustrate the subject. 

The lecturer said that in Gothic. 
Art architecture stood aupreme. 

Tt was a most difficult art because 
of its practical end and its work-a- 
day materials, In consequence It 
tended to losa itself in dull 
mechanical: repetition, but in the 
perlod it rose to its 
highest achievements of expression 
and flung its spell over almost every 
other form of aeathetic interpreta- 
tion. 

The age was proud of its architec- 
ture. The decoration and forma 
originated in that branch of the arts 
were used by all manner of artists 
and craftsmen; sculpture was always 
wedded to an architectural setting, 
painting or even manuscript; 
illumination sought the same in- 
aspiration and confined itself with- 
in spaces devised architecturally; 
metal-work, ivories, furniture, tex- 
tiles followed the same fashion. Nor 
was it without good reason: for the 
world has never seen a style of equal 
resourcefulness, daring, power over 
simple materials (wood and stone), 
imagination, variety and the beauty 
that suggests the mind and the 
spirit.

DIFFERENCES EXPLORED 
“That is why last June Preal- 
dent Hoover, though his new Am- 
bassador to ‘London (General 
Dawes), proposed to me that we 
explore our differences once more 
with a view to asking the parti- 
cipants in the Washington 1922 
Conference to re-assemble and try 
to agree to an equilibrium, and 
submit to a Preparatory Disarma- 
meht Commission at Geneva‘ an 
agreement which can be related 
in its wider work to form part of 
the’ material for an eventual Gen- 
eral . Disarmament Conference. 
The Prime Minister concluded by 
hoping Conference would take its 
place among the great landmarks 
in the advancement of mankind in 
wisdom and enlightenment, 


GENERAL DISARMAMENT 

Mr. Stimson sald that he was 
profoundly impressed and moved 
by the, speeches of the King and 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, and con- 
vinced that all his conferees shar- 
ed the lofty idealism expressed in 
both speeches, He looked for- 
ward with confident hope to the 
success of their labours. 

It was an auspictous event that 
the Conference should be opened 
in the Hous of Parliament, 
which, for Americans, have a deep 
algnificance as}the cradle of their 
jurisprudence and the fundamental 
ideas of human liberty. 

Mr. Stimson sald that he did 
not regard the present effort to- 
wards disarmament as final, and 
he sincerely hoped that an In- 
ereased feeling of security would 
enable more drastic reduction in 
the future, and provide a tangible 
contribution towarda the wider 
problem of general disarmament, 
which was America's ultimate aim. 
He was ready “to stay here until 
‘we can give the world an agree- 
ment that will carry’ us happily 
to the time when we meet again 
in the same spirit to review the 
situation anew.” . 


THE FRENCH DELEGATE. 

M, Tardieu (France) said that the 
Conference was going to attempt with 
& Rrave sense of responsibility the de- 
cisive experiment or organising peace 
in the Imited fleld of the limitation and 
reduction of naval armaments, : 

The solution “cannot be found in a 
mathematical formula because the 
atress of life shatters all formulae, 
hence I listened with great pleasure to 
Mr. MacDonald’s affirmation that tho 
frat duty will be to fix the naval needs 
of each power.” ‘ 

M. Tardieu emphasised that the 
League of Nations Covenant and the 
Kellogg Pact transformed absolute 
needs Into needs only relatively import- 
ant, Each nation, however different 
their respective _ standpoints was al- 
ready in a position to consider its 
needs in relation to the growing series 
of guarantees. ‘This waa called the or- 
ganisation of peace and the task now 
was to win the most beautiful of all 
victories over. the past, namely the 
establishment of goodwill among 
peoples. “If we have faith we shall 
achieve this viofery.” 


JAPAN WILLING TO DISARM 

Mr. Wakatsuki (Japon), said that 
intense interest in the Conference waa 
an eloquent sign of his country’s pacific 
intentions. Mr, Wakatsuki saw no in- 
superable obstacles in the path and do- 


.clared that Japan’ pledges her free, 


loyal collaboration, and is ready to go, 
in conjunction with other Powors, to 
the. limit in naval disarmament. Japan 
was. ready to effect not merely limita- 
tlon, but reduction, which she considers 
to be the appropriate and necessary 
programme of peace. Her only concern 
is to keep her sense of national secur- 
lty undisturbed, by retaining a force 
adequate to the defence of her Empire, 
re not sufficiont for offensive opera- 
tions.

Fenton, declared that the peoples of 
the world ‘asked for relief from 
some, at’ least, of the onerous bur- 
dens of naval atmamént and the op- 
portunity to turn more of their 
effort to nobler aims, 

The Canadinn delegate, Mr. 
Ralston, ‘expressed his country's 
hope for definite and practical re- 
sults from the conforence. 

INDIAN OPINION 

Sir Atul Chatterjee, the Indian 
declared that the future 
of civilisation was at stake in the 
gathering, and Professor Smiddy 
(Irish Free State) emphasised the 
need for diverting the energies be- 
stowed on the preparations for war 
into promoting the spiritual and 
physical welfare of mankind. 

NEW ZEALAND'S VIEW 

The New Zealand delegate Mr. 
Wilford, sald his country waa 21,000 
miles from the hub of Empire, and 
realised how the trade routes were 
the veing and arteries of the British 
commonwealth of nations, and that 
in arriving at a margin of safety 
dificulties must be experienced and 
mutual toleration and forbearance 
exercised. But they must move 
abreast of public opinion, which de- 
manded that competition in arma- 
ments, which was the womb of war, 
must cease, and that the founda- 
tions of peace be ‘surely laid. 

The South African delegate also 
promised his Government’s full co- 
operation in any international move- 
ment towards world peace. :

Similarly in the case of Italy, 
Jugo-Slavia is now beginning the. 
creation’of a submarine fleet 
built in France, and France is the 
ally of ‘the Little Entente. Half 
a dozen Yugo-Slay submarines 
could blockade Fiume, Trieste, 
and Venice.

“RACING ROOM: BIG INCREASE 
IN ATTENDANCES 


USE.OF PERCENTAGE 

Viscount D'Abernon was the 
principal spesker at the annual 
meeting at Newmarket of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, of which he -ia chair- 
man. He is also the re- 
presentative on the Race-course 
Betting Control Board of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Lord 
D'Abernon said:— 

““The most important event of the 
year affecting racing and horse- 
breeding has been the introduction 
of the totalisator. It. is too soon 
yet to judge of the ultimate result, 
but experience gained during 1929 
yoes far to confirm the view of 
those who held that the introduc-. 
tion of the totalisator will lead to 
better racecourses, better stands; 
cheaper admission, larger prizes, 
and diminished entrance fees. The 
Ggures regarding increased attend- 
are remarkable. Compared 
with the previous year, attendances 
at Hurst Park’Auguat = meating in-: 
creased by 88 per cent; at Chepstow 
the increase was 51° per cent; at 
Maydock Park 48 per cent; at Bath 
AT per cont; and at ‘the Gatwick 
meetings 34 per cent. This leaning 
towards increased attendance has 
already permitted. racecourse ex: 
ecutives to reduce their charges for 
admission, * 

“If you oak what financial anti- 
cipation can bz formed in the fore- 
going facts, I will give you certain 
figures which offer solid grounds for 
confidence. In the last year during 
which betting was taxed, the total 
turnover of racecourse betting which 
came under review by the taxation 
authority amounted to, £45,000,000 
a year.,| Even the most fervent 
believer inthe disagreeable eM- 
ciency of the taxing authorities will 
‘not believe that this was the full 
amount, A large amount of bet- 
ting undoubtedly went on without 
making ‘itself subject to taxation. 
Suppose this betting amounted to 60 
per cent, of the taxed amount; it 
will bring us to a total of £67,000,- 
* 000. . 

A Prophecy 

from betting on the 
course, there is betting off the 
course.: Many of the witnesses 
who’ gaive evidénce before the House 

of Commons Committee in 1923 
estimated off-the-course betting a8 
equal to seven or eight times the 
money betted on the course. i will 
not take so high an estimate. Sup- 
pose it is three times the amount; 
. that would give a total of £200,000,- 
000,, which, added to the ap-

out of the 365. You can judge how 
extravagant and uneconomical this 
practice is, It makes the establish- 
ment of tho totalisators dificult and 
expensive, unless some portable 
device can be invented, 

“The Betting Control Board 
might have considered the question 
whether, before putting up its ap- 
paratus at so many different places, 
it would not be possible to induce 
the Jockey Club to bring about 
amalgamation and concentration. 
t was thought, however, that there 
would be a sentimental objection to 
the nbandoning of old meetings, 
added to the fundamental dislike of 
the Briton to scrap anything. 

"If the figures which I have sug- 
gested as a possible basis are re- 
alized, the question Is in what way 
can the amounts available be best 
directed to help the interests of 
thoroughbred-horaa breeding 2?)

Race Against A Storm: Heartless Engine Trouble 


EXTENDING, 


THE TRAIL 


(The following is Rear-Agmiral Richard E. Byrd’s own story of 
his recent flight over the South Pole, as written for the New York 
Times. and forwarded to that paper by wireless). 

Little America, Antarctica, December 8, 

There was now less than 800 miles between us and the Pole. If 
the sun remained, the sun compass and wind drift indicator should 
take us there as straight aa a bee flies. 

We would have to ride the engines all the way. ‘The Plateau was 
80 high that if one of the three engines should stop we would have 
to ‘land on snow, which at places wag nearly two miles above seu 
level, an uncertain thing at. any time—more. uncertain with a load 


aboard. The.engines must keep going. 


EN GINE SPUTTERS 


T was saying this to myself when. 
the starboard engine began to sput- 
ter. Bernt Balchen nosed down. 
Harold June rushed to the gas tank 
valves and stood locking at the 


engine. and listening to the jarring 


jinterruptions the missing cylinders 


caused in the rhythm. 

Captain McKinley for once hesit- 
ated in his mapping work. After 
winning our hardest struggle, was 
our flight to be ended so near the 
Bernt hurriedly mani- 
puated the altitude control. . .

I looked over to the right and got 
one of those kicks that pull a man 
away from civilization, which repay 
him for that alone.’ 

‘There was @ new mountain range 
in the distance, running north and 
south—a new bit of land to add to 
the map of tho world. Mac would 
“shoot” -it with his camera, We 
felt if worth while, bringing 
him for that alone. 

It occurred to me as I looked 
around at the mountain that they

Then with simple 
mathematics ‘the speed could be 
calculated. 
__-Té do this we had to open a two- 
‘foot trap door, The strong wind 
coming: up through it quickly num- 
ber the face of tha observer. It was 
10 degrees below zero and getting 
colder as we approached the Pole: 

We found the wind to be against 
us, Instead of flying 100 miles an 
hour over the plateau we were mak- 
ing only 84 or 85 miles an hour. 
This was a ‘disappointment. It 
wopld take us longer to reach the 
Pole than -we had calculated, but 
we would come back faster. - . 

We took a look back at the moun- 


over water or ice: near sea 


. tains and, when we saw their great 


height, realized ‘that- we must be 
very careful to allow for the wind 
on the return journey. Unless: we 
reached our pass or, the Axel Hel- 
berg Glacier to fly'‘through down to 
the Barrier we might be trapped by

There wer. -very important 
“reasons. thi wind drift in- 
dicator and the sun compass should 
-be used with the’ greatest care and 
why Bernt and Harold should steer 
paréfully, Suppose the clouds should 
close in around: the mountains 
before our returfi. That would in- 
deed trap us. But it was one of 
the chances we had take. * 

The character of the plateau sur- 
face varied greatly from time to 
time. 
of a magnificent glacier running 
down from the mountains and show- 
ing chaotic masses of crevaased ice 
shining’ blue against the white 
snow. This may havo been the 
“Devil's Ball Boom,” that dangerous 
area which Amundsen traversed. 


We passed over groups ‘of hay- 


cocks, those small, rounded domes of 
snow which cover bottomless pits. 
There ‘were wind-formed sastrugi, 
arrow-shaped, which appeared hard, 
with knife edges, and glistening 
more fn the sun than other snow 
surfaces, That area must have 
been one of violent winds, 

« Landing there ,would have been 
like landing among rocks,- It was 
in great contrast to the surface we 
reached later, which was smooth and 
had” the appearance of soft’ snow 
in'an area of light winds.

Memories of Amundsen 

Beneath us somewhere was the 
trail that Roald Amundsen, my 
friend, had blazed to the South Pole, 
a trail now buried far beneath: the 
anow. My admiration for that great 
explorer increased tremendously 
when I saw with what he had to 
contend. In his honour and in hon- 
our of Bernt and the other Nor- 
weglans at Little America and the 
whalers who with such a great 
generosity have helped us, we car- 
ried with us the Norwegian flag, 

We carried with us also 
French flag. We have not fo: 
ten the extraordinary hospitality 
Frante showed the trans-Atlantle 
flyers, nor the friendship demon- 
strated for America at that time 
and the sportamanship displayed at 
the success of Americans in the 
face of the loss of their gallant 
flyer, who had set out on a more 
difficult feat. 

-Achalf hour past midnight, we 
again tried to get an altitude of the 
eun. The sight was bettor this time 
and showed us to be closa to our 
dead-reckoning position. That was 
good. But there was still enough 
movement of the plane to prevent 
our being certain) of that sight. 
There was probably error in it, and 
just how much we could not tell. 
We felt confidence in ‘our sun com- 

pass and drift indicator and luckily 
our sight did not change our cal- 
culations. . 

The temperature seemed to | be 
falling as we neared the Pole, Tha 
mountaing.abaft the bear were fad- | 
ing now and clouds, which may 
have covered unseen mountains, 
showed on the horizon off the port 
bow. 

Harold was piloting and Bernt 
came aft to tell me that it was not 
quite so clear ahead and that we 
might find mist near the Pole. Once 
or twice we thought wo saw, snow 
drifting beneath, ' 

An Antarctic storm seemed to be 
closing in on us, but we thought we 
could get back to the mountains 
ahead of it. , 

‘Should Beat Storm 


_ It was a-great plane with great 
engines,. With reasonable luck we 
should beat that atorm. 

My- thoughts turned to Bubier, | 
Roth and Demas back there at Lit- 
tle America who had conditioned 
them, to my friend Edsel Ford, who 
had built the Floyd Bennett and 
who was the firat: man five years’ 
ago to encourage and support my 
expeditions "into the polar regions, 
But the story would stop if I men- 
tioned all those T thought of at that 
moment. 

We had extended the Grosvenor 
Trail now so near the‘ Pole that 
within easy visibility lay Scott's: 
trail—Scott who with his compan- 
fons had perished on his way back— 
that great soul who had shown that 
there .are things more important.

“This fs a peaceful and  acilentific 
mission trying to extend the bounda- 
ries of land and knowledge made by 
those heroes who gave their lives 
bere. If the spirit of this expedi- 
tion toward those gallant'men and 
the nation that’ they represented 
could be known and felt, it would 
add {ts mite toward further good 
fellowship, ao fellowship so‘ vitally 
Important now that our country haa 


joined with other’ nations in a. 


sincere effort to secure peace and 
harmony for the world. - 


. Flying Over Pole 


The barrier edgo was now about 
four hours back. No wonder. the 
boys thought I was flying beyond 
the Pole, which was only a little 
more than 800 miles from the Bar- 
rier’s edge. The wind had caused 
us to take longer than we had ex- 
pected, but at last the big moment 
had come. 

The imaginary point—the very 
bottom of the world—was, accord- 
ing to my reckoning, somewhere 
beneath and within our view. I 
handed Harold the following mess- 
-nge to radlo to our comrades at 
Little America. 

“My calculations indicate we have 
reached the vicinity of the South 
Pole. Flying high for survey. Soon 
turn north.” 


Bernt turned the nose of the plane’ 


to the right; while I attempted to 
get the altitude of the sun with the 
sextant, but there was now far too 
much movement of the plane for re- 
aults.° We knew exactly what the 
altitude of the aun should be, since 
the altitude of the sun's centre at 
any moment at the Pole fs equal 
to the declination of the aun, which 
at that time was 21 degrees and 27 
minutes. The sun circles . that 
point without any noticeable change 
in altitude. 

Wo flew on to tha right for five 
or six miles, then circled and flew 
left for an equal distance and fol- 
lowed our original line of flight five 
or aix miles further. 

‘I had wanted to go 50 miles be- 
yond the Pole instead of a-half 
dozen, but we had been a long time 
fn reaching ft. 1 saw Harold's and 
Bernt’s anxious eyes on the gasoline 
gauges, -It would not be falr to 
those fellows to go any further, 
We turned the nose of the plane 
back toward Little America. 

When we reached the place at 
which we reached right, we open- 
ed the-trap door and dropped the 
American flag, welghted with a 
stone from ‘Floyd Bennett's grave. 
We stood and saluted the spirit of 
our: gallant comrade and our coun- 
try’s flag. That little silk flag and

We were about 2,500 feet above 
the Pole and the temperature had 
dropped to 15 degrees below zero. 
Visibility was good in most direc- 
tions. But what was direction? 
All directions are north from the 
Pole. When we passed over the - 
Pole, we “had changed our time a: 
whole day. Now wo had changed 
it back again: 


Threatening Clouds 


We still had a job to do. The 
winds were gathering force. In a 
short time we would see more 
patches of drifting snow beneath 
us, » We watched the aun compass 
and drift indicator Hke hawke. We 
must hit the mountain pass. 

On and on je went, Time that 
seemed long before crawled now. 
The first mountain to the right, 
which had been clear on the outward 
journey, were half covered with 
clouds. Mac photographed them. 
Apparently the storm had just 
reached there. Bernt had increas- 
ed the motor revolution and the 
great Cyclone engine was doing {ta 
atuff, ; 

We aimed our course a few de- 
greea to the right so aa to reach the 
barrier more to the eastward’ than 
we had left It, to'get a better view 
of Carmen Land and to obtain sur- 
vey photographs’ geographically of 
great importance. 

Suddenly Bernt gave a shout of 
joy. -A Httle to our left waa. the: 
pass we had come through,. only 
partly cloud-covered, and what wo 
took for Axel Heiberg Glacler waa 
almost ,dead ahead. Clouds were 
beginning to form. We were just 
in time. : 

We were very thankful that we 
did not have to waste precious time 
and gasoline looking for a way — 
through the mountains. 

Soon we were allding down- Axel 
Helberg Glacier. It was very rough 
but the plane was Ught. In another 
few minutes Harold brought her 
down gracefully on the ice-hard 
sastrugi at our little mountain base, 

_. Few Weeks, Then Home 

We put aboard 200 gallons of 
gasoline ond left 350 pounds of 
food, 10 gallons of gas, 10 gallons 
of ofl and a gasoline stove for Lary 
Gould's party. In an hour we were 
ready and Harold lifted the Floyd 
Bennett easily from the snow .and 
headed fot camp. 

We looked north over the rolling 
white plain and it seemed to us we 
could see all that we had loft behind,
